Using  leader  potential 
special  workshop  topic

What  can  be  done  to  unleash 
the  potential  of  'others  was  the 
subject  of  the  successful  but 
poorly  attended  leadership 
workshop  held  Saturday  in  the 
Smith  Family  Living  Center. 

AFTER  VIEWINNG  and  ana- 
lyzing the  film,  "Twelve  Angry 
Men.”  the  group  of  27  heard  Dr. 
William  Dyer,  adviser  to  the 
leadership  committee  and  pro- 
fessor in  the  Sociology  Dept.,  ex- 
plain leadership  processes  and 
how  to  understand  them. 

Tiie  afternoon  session  was 
spent  in  developing  leadership 
skills.  Each  person  analyzed  his 
own  leadership  abilities  and 
tried  in  group  practice  roles  to 
concentrate  on  playing  a role  he 
doesn't  ordinarily  take. 

I>R.  DYER  explained  19  func- 
tions of  a leader  in  a group, 
but  qualified  it  by  saying  lhat 
though  the  chairman  is  expect- 
ed to  do  all  those  things,  it  is 
possible  to  distribute  the  lead- 


ership tasks  in  a group  of  peo- 
ple who  have  been  dynamics 
oriented. 

He  defined  leadership  as  a 
series  of  functions  which  may 
be  performed  by  all  members 
of  the  group. 

"THE  MOST  important  skill 
of  an  effective  leader  is  to  be 
flexible  enough  to  be  able  to 
do  the  right  thing  at  the  right 
time,”  Dr.  Dyer  emphasized. 

Jim  Stevens,  chairman  of  this 
event,  said  that  he  felt  the  work- 
shop was  successful,  and  that 
people  profited  from  it.  “Those 
who  attended  learned  how  prin- 
ciples of  leadership  can  be  ap- 
plied not  only  in  studentbody 
and  Church  organizations,  but 
also  in  living  units.”  he  said. 

The  leadership  cojnmittee, 
first  organized  in  March,  1961, 
is  headed  by  Bob  Standing.  It 
consists  of  ten  people  and  its 
help  is  available  to  any  campus 
group  having  leadership  diffi- 
culties. both  Stevens  and  Stand- 
ing explained.

Economics  talked 

Economists  believe  in  many 
things,  one  of  which  is  the  right 
of  disagreement.  It  is  this  belief 
that  prompts  me  to  write  the 
following  statement. 

ECONOMIC  systems  are  con- 
cerned with  the  allocation,  pro- 
duction and  distribution  of 
scarce  resources.  The  free  enter- 
prise system  solves  these  prob- 
lems without  using  government 
intervention.  A planned  society 
differs  in  the  fact  that  it  uses 
government  intervention  and 
controls. 

It  can  be  shown  that  a free 
enterprise  system  is  not  as  ef- 
ficient in  some  activities  as  a 
planned  society.  (Efficient  is. 
here  defined  as  the  utilization 
of  scarce  resources  for  the  bene- 
fit of  all  people  and,  further, 
efficiencsy  is  desired.)  It  is  in 
the  above  areas  of  inefficiency 
that  government  can  be  of  great 
value. 

IN  A FREE  enterprise  system 
the  belief  is  held  that  a man 
is  entitled  to  the  fruits  of  his 
labor.  However,  at  some  point 
a larger  share  of  fruits  to  one 
man  will  reduce  the  share  of 
fruits  to  several  men.  This  is 
the  exploitation  of  the  poor  by 
the  rich.  In  several  instances  the 
gaining  of  a larger  share  of 
fruits  has  produced  a situation 
called  monopoly. 

A monopolistic  situation  is 
harmful  to  many  people.  The 
exploitation  of  the  poor  and 
monopoly  are  to  be  feared  and 
controlled.  This  is  a function  of 
! government  which  is  a function 
of  the  people. 

IT  IS  OUR  everlasting  salva- 
tion that  great  men  formulated 
the  constitution  with  the  power 
to  control  the  above  mentioned 
evils  and  to  promote  the  nation- 
al welfare  to  a high  degree. 
That  we  are  able  to  use  the 
.new  concepts  of  economics  to 
tlie  extent  that  business  fluctu- 
ations are  being  leveled  out  is 
a credit  to  their  creativity. 

There  is  a difference  between 
the  welfare  state,  the  socialist 
system,  the  communistic  sys- 
tem and  the  New  Deal  which 
the  speaker  failed  to  point  out 
and  which  would  make  a great 
deal  of  difference  in  some  of  his 
conclusions.  Those  who  are  in- 
terested should  discover  the  dif- 
ference for  themselves. 

GOVERNMENT  intervention 
as  measured  in  money  terms  has 
decreased  as  a percentage  since 
1945.  One  might  observe  also, 
that  government  subsidies  came 
into  being  many  years  ago  in 
the  building  of  railroads  and 
waterways.  It  might  also  be  in- 


teresting to  note  that  the  ma- 
jority of  government  services 
are  services  that  private  enter- 
prise has  been  unable  to  per- 
form efficiently  and  well. 

AS  AN  AFTERTHOUGHT, 
any  one  who  felt  that  the  an- 
alogy between  and  milk  and 
mail  delivery  was  relevant  does 
not  understand  that  one  is  a 
local  product  and  the  other  is 
national.  Besides  this,  if  private 
enterprise  did  deliver  the  mail 
a .monopoly  would  be  created 
and  would  have  to  be  controlled 
by  government. 

The  speaker  seemed  to  be  un- 
aware that  there  are  economic 
principles  which  have,  been  re- 
cently discovered  - by  learned 
men  which  make  certain  areas 
of  government  spending  very 
necessary  and  useful  and  the 
fact  that  most  government 
spending  goes  into  the  private 
sector. 

ANOTHER  POINT  that  might 
interest  students  is  the  fact  that 
creeping  inflation  can  increase 
growth,  which  increases  eco- 
nomic well  being,  but  does  not 
always  lead  to  galloping  infla- 
tion. Inflation  is  harmful  to  sev- 
eral types  of  people  but  it  is 
beneficial  to  many  others.  Ec- 
onomic efficiency  would  decide 
with  which  the  economy  would 
side.  Still  further  all  economists 
agree  that  galloping  inflation 
is  bad  but  some  feel  that  creep- 
ing inflation  is  necessary.  In 
the  U.  S.  in  recent  years  price 
levels  have  remained  fairly  con- 
stant as  measured  in  1959  dol- 
lars. 

In  the  early  economic  history 
there  are  many  accounts  of  the 
exploitation  of  human  beings. 
Anyone  who  has  read  these  ac- 
counts cannot  admit  to  the  con- 
cept of  a need  for  our  economy, 
to  retreat  to  those  early  ways. 

SURELY  THERE  is  growth 
in  the  world  and  economics 
must  change,  just  as  physics 
must  change,  in  order  to  keep 
up  with  the  new  concepts.  We 
cannot  go  back  into  history,  we 
must  look  forward  to  brighter 
days  and  better  systems. 

it  would  seem  that  the  conclu- 
sions of  the  speaker  that  the 
direction  of  our  country’s  eco- 
nomic system  can  be  discovered 
by  a study  of  history  is  an  er- 
roneous conclusion.  It  is  more 
expedient  to  find  answers  to 
correct  the  errors  of  history. 

All  in  all,  I was  very  glad 
that  the  majority  of  the  stu- 
dentbody  missed  Friday’s  lec- 
ture.

Speaker  says 

revolution 

continuing 

America  has  been  undergoing 
an  “American  Revolution"  since 
the  time  the  Pilgrims  found 
that  their  united  order  was  un- 
feasible. 

Leonard  Read  told  the  Friday 
assembly  audience  that  the  rea- 
son the  Pilgrims  came  here 
was  to  escape  over-extended 
government  authority.  They 
found  however,  that  after  a 
while  their  united  order  system 
wouldn't  work  either  so  then* 
eventually  evolved  a form  of 
government. 

SINCE  THAT  time  govern- 
ment has  been  taking  more  ad- 
vantages of  the  taxpayer  than 
was  Intended  and  inflation  has 
evolved. 

Mr.  Read  went  on  to  compare 
some  countries  which  had  been 
victims  of  “galloping"  inflation. 
He  showed  the  audience  a piece 
of  Bolivian  money  which  at  one 
time  was  worth  four  thousand 
dollars  now  the  same  piece  is 
worth  eighty  cents. 

HE  ALSO  told  the  group  that 
under  our  present  tax  system 
the  government  takes  about  35 
per  cent  of  a person’s  wages. 
Or  In  other  words,  a man  who 
is  working  a 40-hour  week  must 
work  all  day  Monday  and  up  un- 
til 2:15  p.m.  Tuesday  to  pay  his 
taxes.  Mr.  Read  said  that  the 
more  “fortunate"  wage  earners 
must  work  up  until  Friday  af- 
ter noon  to  pay  their  taxes.

ENTRIES  FROM  schools  in 
four  states  have  been  pouring 
into  meet  headquarters  the  past 
week,  and  a large  number  of 
applications  is  still  expected.

SO  FAR,  a majority  of  the 
applications  for  entry  have  come 
from  schools  within  the  Beehive 
State,  although  large  represent- 
ations from  Idaho,  Colorado  and 
Nevada  also  have  been  received. 

A year  never  passes  but  what 
several  records  are  broken  in 
the  onslaught  by  intermountain 
athletes,  although  the  weather 
is  a big  factor  in  the  number 
that  tumble  each  year.
